Plans for the change were ap- 
proved by the board and a resolu- 
tion passed to begin the work as 
soon as possible. No financal  esti- 
mate has been proffered to date as to 
the ultimate cost of the project but 
R. B. Newcomb was instructed to 
confer with architects and builders. 
It is the plan of the board to use 
the P. W. A. grant to give students 
work as unskilled laborers in the 
moving of the junior college equip- 
ment. 

Money for the project will be pro- 
vded for by the Green bill.

In the face of repeated warnings 
that the experiment is already doom- 
ed.to ignominous failure, Dr. Ralph 
H. Bush, director of Santa Monica 
junior college, has announced that he 
will abandon the _ three-cut system 
used by Santa Monica since the cre- 
ation of the college. 

Dr. Bush argues that men and 
women of college age ‘should have a 
sufficient sense of responsibility to 
go that much on their own.” It has 
been previously pointed out by edu- 
cators that the general class of jun- 
ior college students do not take their 
college life seriously enough and are 
not able to distinguish the important 
from the incidental. In view of this 
conclusion, the activities of junior 


. collegians must be more closely gov- 


erned than those of four year college 

men and women.

Few changes will be necessary on 


the floors of the present administra- | 


tion building as specified by the plans. 
The first floor rooms will be occu- 
pied by lecture classes while the 


given over to commercial classes. 
The old commercial art building or 
Church street building will accomo- 
date all laboratories other than the 
physics laboratory which will be lo- 
cated in the basement of the old 
Willard building. The chemistry lab- 
oratories équipped with new movable 
equipment sufficient for an increased 
number of pupils will occupy the first 
floor. The only large expense here 
will be the plumbing. Contractors 
have found the floors to be in good 
condition. A biological laboratory will 
be on the second floor with possibil- 
ities of a bacteriology laboratory,— 
a course which will probably be in- 


stituted next year—being included. 

Few changes will be necessary in 
the old board building which will be 
used for the art classes and geology 
courses. . .
